Sin,—You will permit a native of 
Mavaa to gratefully thanis you for tho 
kind and generous “motives © which 
prompted you to devote so much of 
your valuable space to our affairs. 
The excellent articlos which appeared’ 
- im your paper on tho 7th and idth 
instant lavo already done good and 
gained you the respect and goodwill 
of all true lovers of their native home, 
Leravo tho fuither liberty, Mr. Editor, 
to be permitted to offer a few woll 
intended observations, in order to de-’ 
monstrate clearly to all those who take 
an interest in the subject, the-benumb. 
ed state of this efée community ; the 
existence of a torpid condition at an
